Kindergarten,  Primary,  Intermediate,  Grammar  School,  Col- 
lege Preparatory,  Normal,  Business,  Music,  Ministerial  and  In- 
dustrial. 


COLLEGE  PREPARATORY  AND  NORMAL 


These  courses  are  designed  to  afford  a  complete  preparation  for 
College  and  Scientific  Schools.  They  are  peculiarly  adapted  also 
to  those  who  do  not  contemplate  entering  a  higher  institution  of 
learning,  but  are  preparing  to  teach. 

GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  COURSE:  Candidates  for  ad- 
mission to  the  first  term  of  either  Normal  or  High  School  must 
be  proficient  in  Reading,  Writing.  Spelling,  English  Grammar, 
Arithmetic,  United  States  History,  Geography,  Physiology  and 
Civil  Government. 

To  prepare  students  to  enter  the  advance  Course  a  common 
school  course  of  nine  years,  from  Model  School  through  the 
eighth  grade,  is  also  connected. 

MUSIC  COURSE:  A  well  defined  course  of  Music,  both 
Vocal  and  Instrumental,  is  provided.  It  is  so  arranged  that  dur- 
ing the  four  years,  it  may  form  a  valuable  supplement  to  the 
higher  courses.  Candidates  for  admission  to  advance  standing 
must  be  proficient  in  the  subjects  previously  taken.  In  case  of 
slight  deficiencies  students  may  be  admitted  to  advance  stand- 
ing on  condition  that  all  deficiencies  are  made  up  to  the  com- 
plete satisfaction  of  the  Faculty  before  certificates  of  graduation 
are  given. 

THEOLOGICAL  COURSE:  Is  designed  to  aid  Chirstian 
workers  and  ministers.  The  course  covers  Biblical,  Geography 
and  History,  English  Interpretation  of  the  Bible,  Pastoral  The- 
ology, Homiletics,  Reading  and  Composition. 

BUSINESS  COURSE:  This  course  is  designed  to  make 
the  students  proficient  in  the  art  of  typewriting,  shorthand,  book- 
keeping and  business  practice. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT:  For  girls— Dressmak- 
ing, Hatmaking  and  Trimming,  Plain  Sewing,  Cooking,  House 
Cleaning,  Basketry,  Laundry  and  Raffia  work.  For  boys — Car- 
pentry,   Blacksmith,   Wheelwright,   Agriculture   and    Bricklaying.

COURSES  BY  DEPARTMENTS. 


ENGLISH 


The  importance  of  the  study  of  English  is  recognized  fully,  and 
work  in  this  department  is  required  of  all  students  throughout  the 
courses.  The  aim  of  the  work  is  to  teach  the  students  to  think, 
to  express  their  thoughts  effectively,  in  both  oral  and  written  form, 
and  to  appreciate  the  masterpieces  of  literature.  This  is  done 
by  teaching  the  principles  of  Grammar  and  Rhetoric,  and  their 
application  in  the  writing  of  themes.  The  Course  includes  the 
History  of  English  Literature,  and  the  reading  and  the  studying  of 
Classics  required  for  admission  to  College. 

FIRST   YEAR 

Review  of  English  Grammar;  an  introductory  course  in  com- 
position; and  Rhetoric,  textbook,  Lockwood  and  Emerson;  punc- 
tuation ;  paragraphing ;  letter  writing  and  dictation ;  writing  of  long 
and  short  themes  and  speaking  without  notes  before  the  class. 
Books  recommended  for  reading:  Biographies  of  representative 
Negro;  selections  from  American  English  poets;  Charles  Lamb's 
Stories  from  Shakespeare  and  Irving's  Sketch  Book. 

SECOND  YEAR 

Continuation  as  in  the  first  year  with  more  and  longer  themes. 
Principles  of  narration,  description,  exposition,  argument,  figures 
of  speech,  etc.  The  careful  reading  and  studying  of  American 
literature  and  composition.      The  classics  are  as  follows  or  their 
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equivalent:  Essay's  from  Irving's  Sketch  Book,  Bryant's  Than- 
atopsis  and  other  poems,  Cooper's  The  Last  of  the  Mohicans, 
Poe's  The  Raven  and  other  poems,  Hawthorne's  The  Great 
Stone  Face  and  The  Great  Carbuncle,  Longfellow's  Hiawatha, 
Miles  Standish's  Courtship  and  Evangeline,  Lowell's  The  Vision 
of  Sir  Launfal,  Whittier's  Snow  Bound,  Hale's  The  Man  With- 
out a  Country.     American  selections,  textbook,  Pancoast. 

THIRD  YEAR 

Continuation  of  daily  and  weekly  themes  with  the  addition  of 
debating.  Introductory  course  in  English  literature  with  a  careful 
study  some  of  the  representative  masterpieces,  textbook,  Simond't 
"A  Student's  History  of  English  Literature,"  covering  the  first 
four  chapters. 

FOURTH  YEAR 

Continuation  of  the  Course  in  English  Literature,  textbook: 
Simond's  "A  Student's  History  of  English  Literature."  The 
following  special  classics  are  studied ;  Burke's  Speech  on  Concilia- 
tion with  America;  Tennyson's  Selected  Poems;  Coleridge's 
Rhyme  of  the  Ancient  Mariner  and  other  poems. 


THE  CLASSICS 


The  study  of  the  classics  occupies  an  important  position.  The 
end  sought  is  the  development  of  the  power  necessary  for  rapid 
and  accurate  translation.  The  importance  of  the  study  of  the 
classics  as  an  aid  to  a  knowledge  and  command  of  English  is 
never  lost  sight  of  and  is  thus  made  to  serve  a  practical  end  in 
addition  to  its  value  as  a  means  of  discipline  and  culture. 

GREEK— 

First  Year — Introductory  Lessons. 

Second  Year — Xenophon  Anabasis,  Books  1-4. 

LATIN— 

First  Year — Introductory  Lessons.  Reading  of  simple  Latin. 
Especial  attention  is  given  to  the  complete  mastery  of  the  forms 
of  inflection. 

Second  Year — Caesar's  Gallic  War,  1-4;  reading  at  sight; 
grammar;  compositon. 

Third  Year — Cicero,  Sallust,  Composition. 

Fourth  Year — Virgil's  Aeneid,  1  -4.

MATHEMATICS. 


The  aim  of  the  work  in  mathematics  is  thoroughness. 
FIRST  YEAR  ALGEBRA— 

The  work  of  this  year  includes  the  fundamental  operations, 
use  of  the  parenthesis,  factoring,  highest  common  divisor  and  least 
common  multiple,  fractions  with  special  emphasis  upon  the  reduc- 
tion of  complex  fractions  to  simple  forms,  simple  equasions  in- 
volving one,  two  or  three  unknown  quantities,  involution  and  evo- 
lution of  monomials  and  polynomials,  cube  root  of  numbers,  theory 
of  exponents,  radicals,  solution  of  radical  equasions.  Simple  exer- 
cise in  quadratic  equasions. 

SECOND  YEAR,  PLANE  GEOMETRY— 

The  first  five  books  including  many  original  demonstrations  and 
constructions. 

SOLID  GEOMETRY— Third  Year. 

PLANE  TRIGONOMETRY— Fourth  Year. 


HISTORY 


The  object  of  the  course  in  history  is  not  simply  the  memorising 
of  many  facts,  but  the  training  of  the  power  to  understand  the 
development  of  National  life  and  government.  Reading  maps 
and  note  books  are  an  important  part  of  the  work. 

History  of  Greece  and  Rome. 

The  study  of  ancient  history  includes  a  brief  survey  of  the 
Oriental  Nations,  followed  by  careful  study  of  Greek  and  Roman 
History,  with  special  reference  to  the  life,  literature,  art  and 
contributions  made  to  civilization. 

History  of  England. 

This  course  is  designed  to  bring  out  the  most  important  fea- 
tures of  the  History  of  the  English  people  and  their  relation  to 
other  nations,  with  special  reference  to  the  time  of  the  Crusades, 
the  Reformation,  French  Revolution  and  the  Development  of 
the  American  Colonies. 

As  far  as  possible,  History  and  Literature  are  correlated. 
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United  States  History. 

The  textbook  is  used  as  an  outline  for  the  work  but  this  is 
supplemented  by  much  collateral  reading.  Especial  study  will  be 
made  of  the  rise  and  fall  of  American  Slavery. 

Civil  Government. 

This  subject  will  be  correlated  with  the  study  of  United  States 
History  as   far  as  possible. 


SCIENCE 


The  branches  of  science  taught  are  Chemistry,  Physics,  Physi- 
ology, Astronomy,  Botany  and  Zoology.  The  general  aims  in 
this  department  are: 

1.  Interest  in  Nature  and  in  man's  success  in  mastering  "Na- 
tural Law." 

2.  Training  in  independent  seeing,  inductive  thinking  and  in 
generalization. 

3.  A  nucleus  of  facts  of  theoretical  and  practical  science.  It 
is  the  intention  of  the  director  of  the  department  to  give  labor- 
atory practice  in  connection  with  each  branch. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC 


The  Academy  offers  excellent  opportunity  for  those  wishing  to 
study  the  piano,  voice  and  harmony.  Certificates  will  be  given 
those  who  complete  the  course.  Lessons  in  vocal  music  are  given 
in  all  the  grades.      Manual  Music  Readers  and  charts  are  used. 

Pianoforte,  Voice,  Choral  Union. 

PIANOFORTE   STUDY   COURSE 

Pupils  to  take  this  course  will  be  examined  upon  entrance  and 
placed  in  the  grade  for  which  they  are  fitted. 

Technical  skill  and  artistic  interpretation  are  insisted  upon. 
From  two  to  four  pieces  must  be  memorized  in  each  course. 

Reference  books  and  magazines  on  music  are  found  in  the  city 
library. 
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GRADE  I. 


The  work  of  the  first  grade  covers  correct  position  at  the 
piano,  lessons  in  reading,  slow  scale  work,  technique,  studies  by 
Czerny  (Op.  45)  and  Duvernoy  (Op.  175),  pieces  by  Curlitt, 
Reinecke,  Florence,  Maxim,  Schumann  and  others. 

GRADE  II, 

Major  Scales  and  the  corresponding  arpeggios  in  all  their 
forms.  Technique  continued.  Studies  by  Heller  (Op.  45  or 
47),  Kullock,  Clementi,  Schumann's  "Album  for  Young,"  Mo- 
zart's Sonaat  in  C  Major.  Pieces  by  Hiller,  Dussek,  Jadossohn, 
Durand,  or  their  equivalent. 

GRADE    III. 

Minor  and  all  the  major  scales,  arpeggios  in  all  their  forms. 
Technique  continued.  Czerny  (Op.  299),  Bach's  "Invention," 
Beethoven's  Sonata  (Op.  79),  Mendelssohn's  "Song  Without 
Words,"  Schubert's  "Moments  Musical."  Pieces  by  Matthews, 
Chominade,  Nervin,  Grieg  and  Rubenstein. 

GRADE    IV. 

Scales  and  technique  continued.  Cramer's  Studies,  Bach's 
Three  Part  Inventions  and  Preludes,  Heyden's  "Sonata  in  D," 
Mozart's  Sonata  in  A,  Beethoven's  Sonata  (Op.  2  or  3),  or  (Op. 
10  No.  2),  Schubert's  "Impromptu's,"  Chopin's  Marzukas  and 
Preludes,  pieces  by  Mendelssohn  and  Schumann,  Weber  and  the 
modern  romantic  school. 

GRADE  V. 

Cromer  continued,  Clementi-Tausig.  Bach's  Suites  and  Fig- 
ures. Beethoven's  Sonata  (Op.  1  3  or  2  7  No.  1  )  Chopin's  Valses 
and  Nocturnes,  Schumann's  Papillions  (Op.  2).  Pieces  by 
Henselt,  Jenson,  Moskowski,  McDowell,  Saint  Saens  and  Liszt. 

Any  studies  or  pieces  in  these  courses  may  be  supplimented 
by  others  of  equal  musical  and  technical  value. 


HISTORY  OF  MUSIC. 


The  course  in  History  of  Music  includes  a  study  of  the  lives 
of  the  composers  of  the  classics,  romantic  and  modern,  realistic 
schools  and  an  analysis  Fugue  Sonata,  and  other  musical  forms. 

Each  student  is  required  to  prepare  a  note  book  illustrated  with 
pictures  of  the  musicians. 


MILLINERY  CLASS 


CHILDREN'S  HOME 
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This  class  is  open  to  any  member  of  the  school  but  is  a  re- 
quired study  for  those  who  intend  to  complete  the  musical  course. 

Certificates  will  be  given  those  who  complete  this  course. 

Quartets — A  high  grade  quartet  is  a  yearly  feature. 

Brass  Band — A  brass  band  has  been  organized  under  a  com- 
petent instructor  for  male  students. 


ATHLETICS 


The  athletics  are  under  the  charge  of  a  member  of  the  faculty 
under  whose  direction  a  splendid  spirit  is  maintained  and  athletics 
greatly  encouraged. 


OUR  CADETS 


The  male  students  of  the  institution  have  been  organized  into  a 
cadet  corps,  having  stated  periods  for  drills.  All  students  are 
required  to  provide  themselves  with  the  school  uniforms. 


LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

The  Stowe  Literary  Society,  composed  of  normal  and  upper 
grade  students,  meets  once  per  week  at  which  time  a  program 
is    rendered. 


RELIGION 


We  believe  that  man's  first  duty  is  to  love  God.  To  this  end 
religious  services,  consisting  of  Scripture  reading,  singing  and 
praying,  begin  every  day's  work.  The  Sunday  School  Interna- 
tional Lessons  are  studied  each  Sunday.  Students  attend  religious 
services  every  Sunday,  either  in  Academy  chapel  or  at  some  of 
the  city  churches  accompanied  by  a  teacher. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

A  regularly  arranged  Sunday  School  is  conducted  each  Sunday 
morning  when  each  teacher  is  expected  to  teach. 

YOUNG  MEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION,  Y.  W.  C.  A. 

These  associations  have  been  in  operation  for  several  years  and 
have  proven  very  helpful  to  the  members. 
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BAPTIST  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  UNION 
Composed  of  all  the  students  in  the  boarding  department,  meets 
once  per  week.     The  Union  has  proven  a  great  stimulus  and  it  is 
a  telling  factor  in  giving  the  young  people  confidence  to  express 
themselves. 

The  Wednesday  and  Sunday  night  prayer  meetings  are  con- 
ducted by  students  and  teachers. 

SUNDAY   SONG   SERVICE 

For  a  number  of  years  the  Academy  has  conducted  a  Sun- 
day afternoon  song  service  under  the  direction  of  our  vocal  in- 
structor, Prof.  Sidney  Woodward.  This  service  has  proven  most 
helpful  and  interesting,  not  only  to  the  immediate  members  of  the 
school  but  to  the  many  friends  both  in  and  out  of  the  city.  Many 
friends  have  been  attracted  to  the  institution  by  this  service. 

OUR  MISSIONARY  MEETING 

To  interest  our  pupils  in  the  thought  of  Missions  and  to  stim- 
ulate the  spirit  of  giving,  a  special  meeting  is  held  on  the  fourth 
Sunday  night  in  each  month.  A  well  arranged  program  is  ren- 
dered, the  different  foreign  fields  are  reviewed  by  charts,  maps  and 
blackboards  analysis  and  a  collction  is  taken. 


INDUSTRIAL  COURSES  FOR  YOUNG  WOMEN. 

These  courses  planned  and  designed  to  have  the  young  women 
taught  theoretically  and  practically  to  understand  the  following 
household  duties  and  industries. 

(a)  Sweeping,  dusting  and  house-cleaning,  (b)  Dining  room 
work,  washing  of  dishes  and  care  of  silver,  (c)  Chamber  work, 
and  care  of  linens. 


COOKING 

This  course  is  so  planned  as  to  give  girls  practical  knowledge 
in  selecting  fuels  and  making  and  caring  for  fires.  The  selection  of 
food  adapted  to  different  ages,  constitutions  and  climates.  Methods 
of  preserving  and  caring  for  raw  material  and  for  cooked  or 
prepared  food.  How  to  regulate  the  heat  of  different  kinds  of 
cooking.  The  stirring  and  beating  of  batters  and  making  'of 
yeast.  The  making  of  bread  and  biscuit  of  all  kinds,  and  of  dif- 
ferent kinds  of  plain  cake  and  pastry.  The  cooking  of  meats, 
fish,  mincemeats,  sauces  and  gravies.  The  preparing  of  foods 
for  invalids.

SEWING 

This  course  is  to  include  the  various  kinds  of  stitching,  hemming, 
tucking,  pleating,  mending,  darning,  etc.  Making  sheets,  pillow 
slips,  towels,  aprons,  underwear,  simple  gowns,  children's  wear, 
together  with  full  instructions  in  the  use  of  the  sewing  machine. 

DRESSMAKING 

Thiscourse  in  dressmaking  is  to  include  cutting  (with  and  with- 
out the  use  of  a  chart),  making,  fitting  and  trimming  of  dresses, 
excepting  the  more  elaborate  and  costly;  the  study  of  materials, 
prices  and  buying;  the  selection  of  appropriate  colors,  etc. 

FANCY  WORK 
Covers  all  the  principles  underlying  the  art  of  fancy  work. 


MILLINERY— A  TWO-YEAR  COURSE 

In  this  department  is  given  the  practical  as  well  as  the  artistic 
principles  in  Millinery — making  and  covering  wire  frames,  buck- 
ram frames,  making  bows,  arranging  draperies,  foldings,  bindings 
different  kinds  of  rosettes;  foliage,  stems  and  bandeaux;  hew  to 
clean  silk  and  renovate  velvet;  how  to  clean  straw  and  varnish 
hats. 

Blending  colors — one  of  the  most  difficult,  yet  most  beautiful 
points  in  millinery,  is  taught ;  toning  of  colors,  selecting  flowers  suit- 
able to  age,  etc. 


RAFFIA  WORK  AND  BASKETRY 

Making  various  kinds  baskets  of  reeds  and  raffia.  Fancy  weav- 
ing and  knotting,  making  bags,  nets,  belts,  etc. 


PUBLIC  RHETORICALS 

1  he  whole  school  is  divided  into  rhetorical  divisions,  thus  giving 
every  student  training  and  opportunity  to  develop  his  talents  along 
the  lines  of  composition  writing,  public  speaking  and  debating.

All  candidates  for  admissicn  to  the  boarding  department  should 
be  at  least  fourteen  years  of  age.  By  making  special  arrange- 
ments a  few  may  be  taken  under  fourteen. 

Former  students  should  notify  us  by  September  1  5th  of  their 
intention  to  return. 

Letters  of  good  moral  character  from  pastors  or  reputable  per- 
sons are  necessary  before  entrance.  Students  should  fill  out  and 
send  to  the  President  an  application  blank,  which  will  be  fur- 
nished upon  request. 

If  from  another  school,  letters  of  honorable  dismission  are  re- 
quired. 

Applicants  will  be  assigned  to  classes,  determined  by  their 
examinations.

Thirty  days' 
delinquency  subjects  pupils  to  suspension  from  recitations  until 
they  pay  or  make  other  satisfactory  arrangements. 

Text  Books  Cost  Extra — Must  be  promptly  provided,  or  stu- 
dents will  be  suspended  from  classes. 

Boarding  students  who  enter  after  the  beginning  of  the  month 


*77ie  Entrance  Fee  is  prerequisite  for  enrollment,  and  is  not  to 
be  returned  under  any  condition.  f 
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will  be  charged  for  the  full  month,  and  if  they  leave  before  close 
of  the  month  will  be  charged  for  a  full  month  except  when  students 
enter  on  or  after  the  1  5th  in  which  case  half  of  the  month  must 
be  paid  for.  No  discount  will  be  made  boarding  students  who 
are  temporarily  called  home  or  elsewhere. 

Students  indebted  to  the  institution  need  not  apply  for  ad- 
mission or  enrollment  until  all  old  bills  are  paid. 

Fractional  parts  of  the  opening  or  closing  months  of  the 
school  year  will  be  charged  for,  at  the  rate  of  30  cents  per  day. 
This  applies  to  all  boarders,  male  and  female. 

All  students  are  required  to  live  at  the  institution  or  with  their 
parents  or  guardians  in  the  city.

GENEPvAL  RULES  FOR  STUDENTS 

Students  are  expected  to  be  present  on  opening  day  and  at  the 
first  recitation  of  the  term.

Students  who  enter  late  may  forfeit 
their  classes. 
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No  student  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  grounds  without  per- 
mission.     Girls  will  be  accompanied  by  a  teacher  or  chaperon. 

No  student  will  be  admitted,  or  allowed  to  depart  on  Sunday,  v/ 

Patrons  and  friends  of  the  school  will  be  cordially  welcomed 
at  any  time  during  the  week,  but  students  must  not  be  called  from 
classes  or  study  hours. 

Visitors  are  requested  not  to  call  on  Sunday. 

Students  must  attend  all  religious  services.  Besides  chapel 
exercises,  students  are  required  to  attend  public  worship  in  a  body 
at  stated  times. 

Parents  are  asked  not  to  send  eatables.  The  table  is  fur- 
nished with  an  abundance  of  wholesome  food,  and  eating  of  im- 
proper food  at  irregular  intervals  is  the  cause  of  much  sickness. 
Fruits  and  candies  may  be  sent  occasionally,  and  by  permission 
of  trie  matron. 

Every  girl  is  permitted  to  write  one  letter  each  week  to  her 
parents  or  guardian.  Writing  letters  promiscuously  will  not  be 
permitted.  All  correspondence  is  subject  to  inspection  by  the 
matron. 

The  school  reserves  the  right  to  dismiss  instantly  any  student 
who  is  disobedient,  undesirable  or  untrustworthy;  or  to  drop  from 
the  roll  any  pupil,  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  is  exerting 
a  harmful  influence  in  the  school. 

All  students  from  abroad  are  required  to  board  in  the  school 
family,  unless  special  permission  is  granted  by  the  President 
to  board  outside. 

Those  who  place  students  here  are  expected  to  accept  these 
conditions. 


UNIFORM  FOR  YOUNG  WOMEN  AT  FLORIDA 
BAPTIST  COLLEGE 

The  young  women  in  the  College  boarding  halls  are  required 
to  wear  dresses  of  uniform  character  as  follows:  Navy  blue 
serge  coat  suit,  college  cap,  and  plain  white  shirtwaist. 

How  Made — The  skirt  is  to  be  seven-gore  flare,  with  seams 
lapped  toward  the  front  and  stitched  twice.  It  is  to  be  made 
without  lining  and  is  not  to  touch  the  ground.  The  bottom  is  to 
be  furnished  with  a  three-inch  facing. 
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Uniforms  and  college  caps  must  be  worn  by  all  girls  when- 
ever they  go  out. 

WARM   WEATHER   GOODS 

Material — Plain  dark  blue  percale,  or  mixed  (blue  and  white) 
gingham.     White  cotton  goods  and  linen. 

How  Made — White  dresses  made  either  plain  or  tucked,  with- 
out lace,  ribbon  or  embroidery.  Heavy  white  goods  and  linen 
made  like  wool  uniforms.  Percale  and  gingham  dresses  will  be 
a  five-gored  skirt,  trimmed  with  bands  or  plain,  or  made  like 
wool  skirts. 

Front  and  back  of  all  waists  made  either  plain  or  tucked,  but- 
toning either  front  or  back  as  desired,  and  having  plain  shirt- 
waist sleeves.  With  dark  dresses,  girls  are  required  to  wear  col- 
ored underskirts. 

Dotted  muslins  and  silks  not  to  be  worn.     Do  not  bring  them. 
Eacn  young  woman  coming  into  the  College  boarding  halls  must 
bring  rubber  overshoes,  umbrella  and  raincoat. 

Uniforms,  including  caps,  can  be  furnished  by  school  for 
$10.00.  Suits  may  be  made  at  home  ,but  caps  must  be  gotten 
at  school;  cost,  $1.25. 

OTHER  CLOTHING. 

Every  girl  must  be  supplied  with  at  least  three  changes  of  sum- 
mer and  winter  underwear.

OUR  AIM 


Our  aim  is  to  perfect  human  character.  Our  method  is  a 
sound  Christian  education,  putting  every  faculty  and  organ  under 
complete  control  of  Him  who  came  to  restore  us  to  our  original 
glory.  Knowledge  in  the  mind,  divine  love  in  the  heart,  and  skill 
in  the  hand  is  our  idea  of  a  perfect  education.  The  successful 
man  can  do  something  that  someone  wants  done ;  he  can  put  skilled 
labor  on  the  market.  To  accomplish  this,  an  industrial  feature  is 
attached  to  our  school,  though  infantile  in  scope.  Jesus  Christ 
with  a  carpenter's  tool  in  his  hands,  is  a  stupendous  object  lesson 
to  the  world. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Our  institution  is  open  to  worthy  young  people  of  both  sexes 
and  all  denominations. 
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Letters  of  good  moral  character  from  pastors  of  churches  or 
reputable  persons  are  necessary  before  entrance. 

If  from  another  school,  a  letter  of  dismission  is  required. 

Preference  will  be  given  to  pupils  coming  on  the  first  day  of 
school.  Pupils  who  have  no  purpose  are  human  weeds  and  have 
no  place  in  this  garden  of  service. 

Text  books  cost  extra  and  must  be  paid  for  cash. 

Ours  is  a  Christian  institution,  but  business  just  the  same.  All 
bills  are  due  in  advance.  The  rooms  are  fitted  with  the  necessary 
furniture,  mattresses  and  pillows.  Students  will  provide  their  own 
sheets,  blankets  and  comforters. 

CHARACTERISTICS.

HISTORY  OF  THE  ACADEMY. 


The  Florida  Baptist  Academy  was  begun  in  the  Spring  of 
1892.  Rev.  M.  W.  Gilbert,  A.M.,  was  its  first  president,  with 
Rev.  T.  T.  Brown,  A.M.,  and  Miss  S.  A.  Blocker  his  chief 
assistants.  The  occasion  for  the  erecting  of  the  Academy  was 
the  unprovoked  firing  into  the  building  at  Live  Oak,  where  the 
Baptists  were  at  that  time  doing  all  their  educational  work.  This 
assault  led  those  in  charge  to  conclude  that  it  was  a  waste  of 
energy  to  spend  money  and  brains  in  a  place  so  openly  hostile 
to  education. 

Under  the  burning  eloquence  and  cutting  logic  of  the  events, 
it  was  decided  to  build  a  school  in  Jacksonville.  The  enthusiasm 
was  high,  contributions  were  large,  poor  washerwomen  pledging 
and  paying  as  high  as  $25.  The  ministry  was  also  aroused  and 
indignant.  A  charming  block  was  bought  in  what  is  known  as 
Campbell's  Addition  to  East  Jacksonville,  a  fine,  large  building 
three  stories  high,  105x42^  feet,  has  been  erected,  and  is  fitted 
up  for  work. 

Lady  teachers  and  girls  occupy  the  second  and  third  stories. 

The  rooms  are  furnished  by  the  various  churches  and  indi- 
viduals. 

The  unusual  energy  and  strategic  position  early  caught  the  ex- 
perienced  eye  of  the  American   Baptist   Home   Mission  Society. 
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Fifty  -seven 

They  aided  the  work  at  once  and  have  ever  since  considered  it 
a  good  place  to  spend  consecrated  mony. 

Their  help  is  only  measured  by  their  means.  Florida,  of  all 
the  Southern  States,  offers  weighty  and  superior  reasons  why  the 
negro  should  be  educated  here.  As  a  State  it  is  the  terminus  of 
great  systems  of  railroads  and  steamships,  coming  from  the  free 
and  fertile  North.  Florida  is  well  supplied  with  Northern  capi- 
tal, and  charged  with  Northern  energy.  The  Southern  white 
man  in  Florida  is  in  such  close  touch  with  progress  that  he  has 
ceased  to  oppose  the  negro.     Jacksonville  is  the  heart  of  Florida. 

Some  years  ago  the  great  specialist,  Dr.  M.  Mac  Vicar,  Super- 
intendent of  Education  for  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission 
Society,  in  making  his  annual  report,  mentioned  Jacksonville  and 
the  Academy  as  one  of  the  places  to  hold,  if  the  Society  wishes 
to  have  the  points  of  vantage  in  the  South. 

The  Academy  is  in  the  field  for  perpetual  service.  It  has  just 
closed  its  seventeenth  term,  with  strict  rules  and  Bible  for  compass. 
Upon  this  Rock  we  build  our  school. 

PROPERTY. 

In  1892,  four  acres  of  land  (24  city  lots,  making  one  block) 
were  contracted  for.  Through  the  generosity  of  a  northern  friend 
24  other  lots  have  been  added,  making  in  all  above  Sj4  acres, 
valued  at  $25,000.00.  The  institution  has  two  main  buildings 
and  several  smaller  ones,  bringing  the  total  property  valuation 
above  $50,000.00.
